Th e Portland (Ore.) News recently p resented 
a comp ilation of some of th em. Th e list makes 
interesting reading—p roving, as it does, h ow easy 
it is to get a law p assed to remedy almost any 
imaginable kind of abuse. 
In Seattle, for instance, it is against th e law to 
sp rinkle salt on th e sidewalk in th e wintertime 
to melt th e snow. Every body does it, and nobody 
knows th ere’s a law against it—but th e law is 
th ere, just th e same. In th e old day s, it seems, 
th e salt would run into th e gutters, form a brine 
and injure h orses’ h fcofs. 
Los Angeles h as a law forbidding street car 
conductors to sh oot jack rabbits from th e car 
p latforms. 
In New York state tt is illegal to travel more 
th an 20 miles to ch urch on Sunday . 
In Massach usetts it is against th e law to travel 
at all on Sunday ••excep t for ch arity or necessi­ 
ty .” Needless to say , th is law h as been comp lete­ 
ly forgotten by every soul in th e Bay State.

No m atter h ow ap p ealing th e th eory , it is 
worth less if it fails in p ractice.'R adical ideas 
generally sh ow small knowledge of th e actual 
conditions th at govern h uman nature and th e 
destinies of great countries.

One hundred years of religious

The list makes 
interesting reading—proving, as it does, how easy 
it is to get a Jaw passed to remedy almost any 
imaginable kind of abuse. 


In Seattle, for instance, it is against the law to 


sprinkle salt on the sidewalk in the wintertime 
to melt the snow. Everybody does it, and nobody 
knows there's a law against it—but the law is 
there, just the same. In the old days, it seems, 
the salt would run into the gutters, form a brine 
and injure horses' hoofs. 


Los Angeles has a law forbidding street car 


conductors to shoot jack rabbits from the car 
platforms. 


In New York state tt is illegal to travel more 


than 20 miles to church on Sunday. 


In Massachusetts it is against the law to travel 


at all on Sunday -except for charity or necessi- 
ty." Needless to say, this law has been complete- 
ly forgotten by every soul in the Bay State. 


In Georgia it is illegal to slap a man on the 


back. 


In North Carolina the law provides that twin

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Recollections of early child- 


hood are perhaps, the most last- 
ing of any, in a lifetime and the 
people we knew and associated 
with are to us, the most wonder- 
ful personages of memory. 


Leaving Kentucky in May 1861, 


our family came to this county 
and located just west of Gings 
Station, on the land now owned 
by Dan Long—then owned by 
"Jot" Noble. I have no recollec- 
tion of it but it was here, that 
my curiosity got the" better of 
prudence, when I upset a hive of 
bees, to see what was inside. 
Mother often told me of the in- 
cident and described the antics 
and screams that followed. 


That fall we moved to the John 


T. McMillan farm, where Will Me 
Millan now resides but the fine 
brick 
residence 
which 
now 


adorns it, was not built until af- 
ter the Civil war. Father was a 
"Douglas Democrat" and Ken- 
tucky at that time was no place 
for a Union man, in a Breckin- 
ridge neighborhood. \ Here we 
lived until March 1865, when we 
moved to the Michael Kittle 
farm, now owned by James Alex- 
ander. But it is of the old resi- 
dents of the neighborhood I write 
—not myself. 


John T. McMillan was born on 


the farm, where he then resided 
August 30, 1831 and spent his 
whole eventful lifethere. 
His 


grandparents, Thomas and Mary 
'(Young; McMillan came from 
Ireland, and settled in Washing- 
ton county, Pennsylvania, about 
1780. 
Here his six children were 


born, viz: Mattehw, John, James, 
Ebenezer. Samuel and Anna and 
here he died. 


The second son John was born 


in 1793 and in 1815, moved to 
Brown county, Ohio and took 
the occupation of farm laborer. 
While living .here he made three' 
trips to New Orleans, on a flat 
boat and each time walked back 
to Brown county. It was there 
that on June 10, 1824, he was 
married to Susannah McConnell, 
also of Brown county and a 
•daughter of Thomas and Mary 
(Downing) McConnell, both of 
whom, were also descendants of 


, Hie Emerald Isle, but whose par- 


ents had come to this country 
prior to the Revolution. 


Thomas McConnell was an of- 


ficer in the war of 1812, and was 


- -with General Hull at the sur- 


render of Detroit. He was a 
, brother of Mrs. John McMillan 
an dtneir parents, were Arthur 


and Elizabeth (Wilson) McCon 
nell, Irish emigrants. 


John McMillan came to Union 


township, this county, with lit- 
tle money and entered land 
Here lie erected a rude cabin and 
with his ax and the assistance of 
his wife, began to clear his farm 
The first year he cleared ten 
acres, which he planted in corn 
He soon was the owner of 600 
acres of land and became a suc- 
cessful farmer. He died May 29 
1850 on the farm, he had entered 
and cleared. His widow died 
January 23, 1885. 


John T. McMillan, was raised 


on the farm and lived to see the 
great devlopment of the county, 
which from a wilderness was to 
develop as one of the best in the 
state. The first railroad built in 
the county had blazed a trail 
through his farm for an exten- 
sion to Cambridge City when the 
war broke out, and it was not fin- 
ished until 1867. 


On November 25, 1852, he was 


married to Sarah Buzan, a 
daughter of Wills and Maria 
(Kendall) Buzan, by whom he 
had three children — Clara A., 
Laura B., (died in infancy) and 
Sarah Bell. Mrs. McMillan died 
January 27, 1857 and on the 24th 
of the following November Mr. 
McMillan was married to Nancy 
B. Pentecost, daughter of Thom- 
as and Elizabeth (Bishop) Pen- 
tecost. 


To this marriage weer bron six 


children viz: Emma J., John A., 
Ora M., William H., and Lila O. 
Three of the above named were' 
schoolmates of mine in' 1863, at 
:he McMillan school, then taught 
by the late John E. Smith. It 
was my first school and few now 
survive, who made up the roster. 


The "master sleeps upon the 


hill," Emma Josephine, the wife 
of J. L. Shauck, died, arid was the 
mother of Dr. Shauck of Arling- 
ton. Clara Alice married Dr. 
Axalime and Sarah Bell- married 
Dr. Hobb. Arthur B. and Albert 
Irvin were -scholars" at the 
school and many others whose 
names I do nofyrecall. 


'During the Rebellion this was 


a noted school house. Not far 
away in the densfe woods that 
then grew-all around the Knights 
of the .Golden Circle often met' 
and with few exceptions all the, 
grown boys wore "butternuts" 
and made life miserable for;the 


school and went to the Hinch- 
man school house. 
jf 


But if you think that Arthur 


Irvin meekly submitted to abuse 
or to insult you have a "think" 
coming, for although he was the 
victim of numbers, he never 
showed the "white feather" and 
many of his tormentors wore a 
black~..eye or bloody nose, from 
Arthur's fist. That Christmas the 
-big boys" locked the teacher 
out and demanded a "treat." 
They got it—John E., sent them 
a bushel of apples and jug of 
cider and coolly walked off home.

Every student of history is 


aware of great eras in which 
some vital interest in the souls 
oi men came to powerful and 
unusual expression. One speaks i 
for instance, of the Shakespear- 
ean age, of the Renaissance, of 
the Augustan age, of the age of 
Pericles, and in various other 
ways unusual epochs in human 
life and expression are marked 
off with distinction. 


Among the greatest of such 


epochs was the prophetic era in 
the life of Israel, and that era 
attained its height in the period 
that we have -been studying in 
the course of these lessons. It was 
a. period in which the interest 
and message of the propheth co- 
incided -with world events and 
particularly with these; events 
as they affected the life of the 
little community in Palestine of 
which these prophets were a 
part. 


Only a Small Group 


It is constantly necessary to 


remind ourselves that Israei and 
Judah 
occupied a 
relatively 


small part of the earth's surface, 
and a comparatively small spact 
in the history of the world so far 
as secular history is concerned. 
These people of Palestine werei 
numerically a small group, in a ' 
small country, which was a sort 
of buffer state between great em- 
pires. On the north and on the 
south, on the east and on the 
west, these empires contended 
through successive ages for world 
rivalry and power. The messages 
of the prophets' took on a larger 
and more important world aspect 
secause these messages were giv- 
en under circumstances in whicn 
all these rivalries and empires 
were centered. 


Hence it is that the prophets 


deal not only with episodes in the 
ife of a small people, but that 
,heir prophecies ' strike at the
